Two very interesting torpedo experiments 


wero made hero yesterday to lest the im- 
provements in spar torpedoes devised by 
Admiral Porter who with Copt. K. K. Breezo, 
Lieut. F. II. Barber of tho Alarm and Lieut. 
3?. H. 1'aino comprised the oflicials who 
wont out in' a steam launch to mako the ex- 
periments. 


Tho first was an improvement 011 tho spar 


torpedo

torpodo, 
which

twelve pounds of powder, •was'.quickly low- 
ered from tho cud of a spar in place of tho 
old and more clumsy way of lowering tho 
spar which checks tho vessel in her speed. 
Tho launch steamed *ut tbo raft at 
full 


speed and at a signal given by the admiral 
tho torpedo was lowered and exploded hi 
five seconds, knocking tho raft into splin- 
ters. 


Tho sucoud experiment was with a thirty 


five pound torpedo which was hung on a small 
spar which was lashed to 
tho quarter 


of tho boat. Tho boat was run at full speed 
alongside of tho raft and fit a signal given 
by Admiral Porter the torpedo was allowed 
to drop from the spar and was sustained a 
five feet below thd surface by a float ar- 
ranged by Lieut. Paine, which was attached 
to it. 


Tho launch continuing its full speed 


steamed away from the raft unreeling a wire 
attached to tho torpedo by which wbon fifty 
yards from tbo raft tho torpedo won explod- 
ed by electricity in ft magnificent manner. 
Tbo raft was blown to atoms, some of Iho 
debris going up as high as a hundred foot. 


Tho object of this experiment was to sbow 


tho safety with which tho torpedo would bo 
operated by tho attacking boat which could 
thus pass tbo enemy's vessel before tbo lat- 
ter had an opportunity to fire. In tho old 
method the boot is entirely stopped by run- 
ning dirocrly at tbo vessel and this lays bet 
liable to destruction from the enemy's guns.
